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|material vital principle which animates the 


material body, exercises an absolute sway and 
maintains all its parts in the most admirable 
order and harmony, both of sensation and ac- 
tion, so that our indwelling rational spirit 
may freely employ these living healthy organs 


|for the superior purposes of our existence. 


The mateyial organism deprived of its vital 
principle, is incapable of sensation, action, or 
self preservation ; it is the immaterial vital 
principle only, animating the former in its 
healthy aud morbid condition, that imparts to 
it all sensation and enables it to perform its 
functions. 

“In disease this spontaneous and immaterial 
vital principle pervading the physical organ- 
ism, is primarily deranged by the dynamic in- 
fluence of a morbific agent which is inimical 
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to life. Only the vital principle thus disturb- 
ed, can give to the organism its abnormal sen- 
sations and incline it to the irregular actions 
which we call disease ; for as an invisible 
principle duly cognizable through its opera- 
tions in the organism, its morbid disturbances 
can be perceived solely by means of the ex- 
pression of disease in the sensations and ac- 
tions of that side of the organism exposed to 
the senses of the physician and bystanders, in 
other words, by the morbid symptoms, and can 
be indicated in no other wanner. It is solely 
the morbidly affected vital principle which 
brings forth diseases, so that the expression of 
disease, perceptible by the senses, announces 
at the same time all the internal change, that 
is, all the morbid pertubations of the vital 
principle ; in short, it displays the entire dis- 
ease. Consequently, after a cure is effected, 
the cessation of all morbid expression, and of

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PRACTICE OF HAHNEMANN. 
It is important to a right understanding of 
the practice of Hahnemann, that his views of 


the nature of disease, should be distinctly com- 
prehended. He says :— 


“In the healthy condition of man, the im- 


| principle to its state of intergity and the re- 
covered health of the whole organism. In 
what manner the vital principle produces 
morbid indications in the system, that is, Aow 
it produces disease, is to the physician a use- 
less question, and therefore will ever remain 
unanswered, Disease, therefore, (those forms 
| of it not belonging to manual surgery,) con- 
sidered as it is by the allopathists as something 
separate from the living organism and the vi- 
tal principle which animates it, as something 
hidden internally, and material, how subtile 
soever its nature may be supposed, is a non- 
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entity, which could only be conceived in 
heads of material mould, and which for ages, 
hitherto, has given to medicine all those per- 
nicious deviations which constitute it a mis- 
chievous art.” 

There is nothing in the above extract which 
is inconsistent with known physiological laws. 
This doctrine is now generally received by the 
profession; but whether it is so or not, it would 
be no easy task to disprove it. We assume 
that these views are correct, and they should 
not be forgotten by the student of homaopa- 
thy: if kept before his mind, what is to fol- 
low will harmonize so naturally, as to al- 
low of a clear view of the practice of Hah- 
nemann, and almost force a conviction of its 
truth.

OBJECTIONS TO HOMCEOPATHY. 


(Continued.) 
Medical men have tried Homeopathy and have 
found it not to be true. 


This is of all objections to Homeopathy that 
which ought to have the greatest weight. Un- 
professional persons may be deluded, carried 
away by enthusiasm, grasp at homa@opathy as 
a novelty and a means of conversational ex- 
citement, and it is natural that the medical pro- 


fession should be looked up to for a decision of | 


the question whether homaopathy be true or 
not. They are supposed to be fully acquaint- 
ed with the subject, not only in the interest of 
medical science, but, above all, on account of 
the immense responsibility inseparably con- 
nected with the practice of an art which in so 
many ways affects the health, life and happi- 
ness of individuals and families. Thousands 
of medical men have deemed it their conscien- 
tious duty candidly and fully to examine the 
doctrine of Hahnemann, both theoretically and 
practically ; and these men are now, almost 
without exception, in the ranks of home opa- 
thy. But there is an infinitely greater num- 
ber who are either totally or ina great measure 
unacquainted with its theory and practice, as 
they daily prove both in their conversation and 
writing ; yet who, notwithstanding, never hesi- 


tate giving a final opinion on the subject. | 


Some have indeed made experiments with ho- 
mopathy and have failed, and although the 
failure of these experiments was owing entire- 
ly to their want of acquaintance with the prin- 
ciples and practice of homeopathy, yet their 
assertions, with regard to it, are frequently ta- 


| ken by the public at large as absolutely true. 
| On this kind of opposition we offer the follow- 
| ing remarks. 

When any person in ordinary life gives , 
| peremptory opinion on any subject, one natu- 
| rally supposes that he is fally acquainted with 
| that subject. If, however, it is found that such 
| is not the case, no one to say the least, attaches 

any importance to what he says. Why may we 
| ask, should this not be the same with regard to 
| So important a subject as homeopathy ! There 
| are at present comparatively few medical men 
| who have read a single book on hom@opathy 
| or who frame their opinion upon anything bet- 
ter than the numerous abusive articles which 
| frequently appear in the periodical Medical 
| press. Would it not be fair to expect that any 
| person who gives an opinion on hom@opathy, 
should be well informed on the subject; and, 
lif he is not, is not his opinion without any 
| value? The circumstance that the main o)- 
“ject of Homeopathy is the same as that of al- 
| lopathy, namely, the cure of disease, can as 
| such, no more enable a medical man of the old 
| school to pronounce properly on homeopathy 
than the commander of a sailing vessel could 
| be looked upon as a competent judge on the 
} merits of steamers, merely because both have 
i for their object the carrying of passengers and 
merchandise. 

This remark may also be fully applied to such 
| practical trials as medical men have sometiines 
‘made of hom@opathy and which have failed in 
{their hands. We have frequently stated be- 
| fore, that the proper practice of homeopathy is 

one of the most difficult tasks which any man 
'can undertake. It is not only necessary that 
_ the experimenter should lay aside his ordinary 
|notions of medica! practice, but also that he 
should be fully acquainted with the principles 
of homm@opathy regarding diseases and other 
points, and above all, with the homeopathic 
| materia medica ; it requires besides candor of 
| purpose and the ability of applying his theo 
| retical knowledge to concrete cases of disease. 
| When we examine the experiments whic! 
have been made by medical men on hommopa- 
ithy and have failed, we invariably find that 
|these essential conditions have been more or 
less neglected : and this assertion applies proi- 
‘inently to those experiments which were made 
| by Mr. Andral in Paris, and which are so 
| frequently brought forward as proofs of the in- 
efficacy of homeopathy. These experiments 
| are, strange to say, so utterly destitute of value 
jin any point of view, that the merest tyre in 
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homeopathy would be ashamed of them. 
We hold it to be a poiat of almost mathe- 
matical certainty, that any candid medical man 
who in testing the value of homeopathy in 
practice adheres to the above mentioned condi- 
tions, will find that the system is troe, and that 
the results answer his best expectations. But 
to presume that practicel trials should succeed 
without a proper acquaintance with the sub- 





ject, is contrary to common sense, and to ex- | 


pect that a medical man of the old school 


should, merely as such, be competent to insti- 
tute them properly, is as little likely as that a 
person who candrive an ordinary coach, should 
Le, for that reason, able to conduct a locomo- 
tive on a railway. If medical men, instead of 
abusing hom@opathy in passionate language 
ly 


little worthy of scientific pursuit, would stuc 
that system patiently, and after doing so, insti- 
tute candid and fair trials, they would follow 
the only true method of investigating the sub- 
ject, and then either reject or adopt it according 
as their own conviction and sense of duty 
would impel them to do. 

Homeopathy is going down every where. 

If hom@opathy did not rest upon the unal- 
terable basis of truth, it is more than probable 
that, as other so called systems brought for- 
ward from tine to time in medicine, it would 
have shot up like a bright meteor to dazzle the 
eye of the beholder, to fall, be extinguished 
and forgotten after a short-lived existence. 
Every one is aware that such is not the case 
Fifty-five years has now passed since its dis- 
covery, and every year has witnessed its grad- 
ual but sure and steady progress. In the pres- 
ent history of homeopathy we may establish 
two broad periods ; the first dating from its be- 
ginning to the time when cholera appeared in 
Europe ; the second, from that 10 the present 
time. If during the former the progress of ho- 
m@opathy was slow and almost exciosively 
limited to Germany, its developement during 
the second has been so rapid and extensive 
among both the profession and the public, in 
all parts of the civilized world, that it has be- 
come a serious rival to its older sister. Per- 
haps at no previous period had allopathy miani- 


fested more conspicuously the precarious char- 


acter of its resources and the uncertainty of 


its results, than when that destructive epidemic 


swept irresistibly over the civilized parts of 


Enrope ;'and at no previous period had the 
truth, certainty and practical worth of homao- 
pathy shone forth more \nilliantly. Official 


‘experiment instituted by several governments, 
as well as the early experience of that time, 
led to the melancholy truth that fifty per cent. 
of persons attacked with cholera died, wheth- 
er left to nature alone or put under the care of 
allopathy ; on the other side it was ascertained 
in the same oficial manner, that only eight to 
84 per cent. died when treated home@opathi- 
ically. Hundreds of contradictory remedies 

}and prescriptions were recommended by the 

allopathic school, and all tried in vain; four 

| or five difierent medicines were recommended 
by the immortal founder of homeopathy, and 
jled to the above favorable results. 


| These events did not escape the public eye, 


-j;and a system which was able to strug- 


gle so successfully with an eneny who defied 
all the weapons of the ordinary medicine, could 
not possibly be what its opponents had always 
represented it to be, and therefore a powerful 
reaction took place in its favor. Governments 
which, through their medical councils, had im- 
peded the progress of the new doctrine in every 
possible way, repealed their interdictory edicts 
and favored its establishment by grants of pub- 
lic money ; the public combined for the estab- 
lishment of hospitals, dispensaries and other 
means of propagation, and the impulse which 
homeopathy received at that time became the 
main cause of its rapid and extensive propaga- 
tion during latter years, and of the imposing 
external position which it now occupies every 
where. Filteen years ago homceopathy was 
adopted by only very few medical men out of 
Germany, and there is not now a country, 
which has the slightest claim to civilization, in 
| which its professional, or at least its unprofes- 
ional adherents, are not most numerous. There 
were for instance, at that time only three or 
four hon@pathic physicians in Vienna, and 
there are now more than a hundred; there 
| were two or three ia Paris, and there are now 
‘upwards of ninety; in London it was alto- 
gether unknown, and there are now more than 
twenty professional adherents. In Edinburgh, 
the classical seat of medical science, the new 
heresy has made very extensive progress, and 
Dr. Henderson, Professor of General Pathology 
at the University, has openly embraced it. In 
Sicily, ten years ago the very name of home@o- 
pathy was unknown, and now the number of 
| homa@opathic praciitioners exceeds by far that 
of the followers of allopathy throughout the is- 
jland. About the same time it was still un- 
known inthe United States of America, and 
jthere are now, upwards of 1000 physicians

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who pave: frankly cubooned estinetin. ~ 
Germany, its native country, it is now after 
fifty years’ severe struggle, fully recognized. 
Governments which formerly threw every ob- 
stacle in the way of homeopathy, now give it | 
their open legal support and secure it in its 
rights and privileges. 

In Prussia and Brunswick, homeopathy | 
forms part of the official medical examination, | 
and it is not a little curious to see that some of | 
the most eminent professors who had formerly 


never studied homc@opathy, and therefore, were 
its violent opponents, are now obliged to act as 
official examinators. At many of the German 
Universities, regular lectures are given on ho- 
maeopathy ; many members of the reigning 
houses in Europe have selected their medical 
attendants from among the homaopat In 
France the system is widely spread among the

titis, &e., in riper years and in old age.” 

Here are consequences enough, it must be 
conceded, to establish the conviction, in the 
mind of the thinking and prudent physician, 
of the danger to be apprehended from the sup- 
pression of eruptions, and that the ordinary 
means used by which such results are effect- 
ed, cannot be warranted upon any sound path- 
ological or therapeutic principle. 

If the very great variety in fortn and eppear- 
ance of these chronic cutaneous affections, are 
but so many varying manifestations ofan in- 
herent constitutional cause, which becomes 
thus developed in accordance with peculiar 
circumstances and exciting causes, some gen- 
eral and fixed laws of cure should be known 
to the profession, by which the treatment 
should be directed, and prove to be such that 
while it is capable of eradicating the evil from 
ihe system it shall not be liable to produce 
these dangerous retrocessions and metastasis 
to internal parts, and engender obstinate and 
incurable forms of the disease. That the pro- 
fession have till now been without any such 
fixed laws, and have been guided solely by 
various and constantly changing and multiply- 
ing expedients, to the establishment of neither 
safe nor certain rules of practice, is quite ap- 
parent. 

“An infinity of remedies and of different 
curative plans have been recommended in acute 
nd chronic inflammatory affections of the 
skin, in a manner so general as to render the

It will appear from the frequent return of 


these eruptions, notwithstanding the cures 
effected by these and similar means, that the 
cause is inherent in the system ; and the ob- 


ject of art should be to eradicate it, rather | 


than to get rid of its external development. 
Till this is accomplished, it is far better that 
the eruption should remain, and until then, it 
is improper to talk of cures. In making these 
extracts, our purpose is, to determine correct 
principles for the management of these aflec- 
tions. The cause being constitutional, and 
the same, at whatever period of life, and from 
whatever exciting causes these eruptions make 
their appearance, the principle of treatment 
must be the same. Whenever they do appear 
they furnish an indication for the employment 
of specific remedies ; and as they are more 
commonly developed during childhood, and 
especially at the period of teething, they are 
more susceptible of radical cure ; it is of the 
highest importance that the proper treatment 
be ascertained and employed, otherwise the 
cause will remain in the system, and become 
from time to time, according to circumstances 
and the operation of exciting causes, mani- 
fested by means of these eruptions, or remain 


latent, predisposing the system to attacks of 


acute disease, or become developed upon in- 
ternal parts, giving rise to many chronic ail- 
ments and sufferings, or productive of organic 
lesions.
